Iecat oo Sister 
Wins High Honor 


An article from the Shorewood, 
Wisconsin, “Herald” of January 
10, 1963, concerns Margaret Jos- 
eph, sister of Grayling’s A. J. 
Joseph, and states as follows: 
Margaret Joseph, who heads the 
math department at Shorewood 
high school, has been listed in 
“Leaders in American Svience.” 
The book, published on December 
17th, reached the Shorewood li- 
brary this week. 

As far as the Herald wag able | 
to learn, Miss Joseph is the only | 
mathematician in the Milwaukee 
Suburban area listed in the book, 

Persons listed in the buok were 
either recommended by a national 
scientific organization or a univer- 
sity. Miss Joseph-has yet to learn 
who recommended her. 

Among earlier honors attained 
by Miss Joseph have been election 
as a fellow of the American Asso- 
ciation for Advancement of Sci- 
ence, One of the requirements for 
election to this group is a doctor- 
ate and chuckled Miss Joseph, “I 
don’t have one.” 

But whether or not she has a 
doctorate, mathematics teachers 
throughout the state and nation 
recognize Miss Joseph as an’ out- 
standing teacher. Three years ago 
the Wisconsin Engineers Associa- 
tion named her the “outstanding 
math teacher of Wisconsin,” 


dred Keiffer, supervisor of math 
in Cincinnati schouls, is now being
